In many lociililie$ ihe growing of lur- 
keys has become almost exlinct as Ihe 
result of a mali^'naul parasitic disease 
kDWD M bUokliMd. Tbu diMU* i> not 
only MiiMMly tiiiiilmiiM. tat it in 
very maeh afgravatad through injjreed- 
\t\g, which depletes the vitality of tlie 
stock of breeding turkeys and makes ii 
possible forthe germs lu (.-aiu h destruc- 
tive fuotliolJ. It is called "blackliead" 
because the beMta of those atleoted turn 
yellow or hi— Ir. tat thto ki wly a symp- 
tom, aa tta aaat •( tta iimtm is In the 
liver aad IntaatiMa. It is aanally eon- 
iracted from other fowls, but is prima- 
rily caused by the absence or deficiency 
of mineral elements in the feeil, wliicli, 
owing to the semi-domeslic nature of the 
turkey, are an essential aid to proper 
food digastioD. In iis wild stata the 
turkey waa aeewtMMd to aayply iisaU 
with these eletaaU, whieh are found io 
minute portions in various grains, seeds 
and grasses, and tliis disease is unknown 
to the wild turkey.
